IMF RENTING INFORM \TION OF 
PLACES WHERE RATTLES ARE 
NOW HI IX; FOI'GHT. 

Washington, D. C, August 20.— 
Duenaburg (or Dvlnsk). the principal 
gate guarding the road from the south- 
v-est to Petrograd and the key to the 
defense of the great Dvlna river, 
through which the Germane are ap- 
parently aiming at Interior Russia and 
nil the line of military and industrial 
bases in the west. Is described by the 
National Geographic Society In today'B 
war primer as follows: 

"Duenaburg, on the northeastern 
bank of the broad Dvlna, la the 
heavily fortiUed front door to Great 
Rurrla, that division of Russian which 
stands In the same relationship to the 
empire that Prussia holds to Germany. 
It is situated where the Dvlna makes 
a sharp angle toward the west, mid- 
way on the river's course from Vit- 
ebsk through marsh and lake land to 
the oppulent commercial and In In- 
dustlral city of Riga upen the Gulf of 
Riga. The line between Riga and 
Duenaburg is 110 miles long. By way 
ot the river it is considerably longer. 
The line from Duenaburg, east-south- 
east, to Vitebsk is 162 miles. This line 
roughly divides Great Russia from 
White Russia. 

"White Russia, to the south of the 
Duenaburg line, is probably the poor- 
est, most backward part of European 
Russia. While some 6,000,000 acres 
ot swamp lands have been drained 
within its water-soggy surface, its 
general aspect is still largely that of 
marsh, swamp, lake and Bpongy mea- 
dow and forest land. In general, the 
peasants of White Russia are very 
poor, and have a severe struggle to 
wage for their existence. One writer 
says that the memory which he held 
most characteristic of this land was 
the picture of a weather-scarred, gray- 
Iiended peasant standing waist deep 
in the chill waters of the marsh cut- 
ting sedge. This poverty-blighted 
country, where no great commercial. 
Industrial or cultural center is to be 
found, is that which now liea before 
the German armies. Beyond the 
Great Russian front door at Duena- 
burg lies the richer industrial and ag- 
ricultural country of the central em- 
pire, while west from l>>mberg and 
Kholm lie the rich agricultural lands 
of Little Russlu, or the I kraine and 
the great city of Kief. 

"Duenaburg is a fortress of the flrHt 
class. It is also a fortress with tra- 
ditions, for here in July. 1812, Na- 
poleon's headlong troops, under the 
command of Oudlnot, hurled them- 
selves again and again in vain against 
the Strongly defended bridgehead. It 
was not until some weeks later that 
the town was captured by the French 
under Macdonald. The city was ori- 
ginally founded as a fortress, iu 1278, 
by the Livonian Knights of the Sword. 
It was mortgaged by one of the grand 
mastcrB of the order to the king of 
Poland; was overwhelmed by the le-, 
gions of Ivan the Terrible of KuBsia; 
retaken by Poland In 1582; held alter- 
nately by the Swedes and Russians 
during the seventeenth century, and 
finally Incorporated In the Muscovite 
realm In 1772. 

"The city is situated at the inter- 
rection of two main railway lines and 
a very important branch. These are 
the War-Vllna-Petrograd line, the 
Riga-Vitebsk-Smolensk line, and the 
branch to the fortified Baltic port of 
Libau, the only port that Russian pos 
scssed before the war whose road- 
stead was always open. The main 
features of the city are its fortifica- 
tions. It has a population of about 
75,000, about one-half of which is Jew- 
ish. Its industries include saw mills, 
flour mills, brick kilns, match facto- 
ries, distilleries, tobacco factories aud 
tanneries. It enjoyed a moderate de- 
gree of Importance before the war as 
a commercial center, doing consider- 
sbie trade In grain, flax, hemp, tal- 
low and timber." 

The city of Siedlce, recently cap- 
tured by the German army marching 
east from Warsaw, against Brest 
Lltovsk. is described by the National 
Geographic Society. The description 
fellows: 

"Sledlcc. while of little or no In- 
dustrial or commercial importance, is 
an Important railway junction, which 
binds the truukline railways, Warsaw- 
Petrograd and Warsaw-Moscow, oy a 
aorth-and-Bouth line, beginning at the 
lortresa Ostrolenka and ending at 
Lublin. One of the lines from Siedlce 
.uns south to Lukow. and then turn/ 
east through Meshirietsche aud Riuia 
to Brest Lltovsk. On the railway 
lortn, Sledlce-Lukow, the German 
i'rmy which captured Warsaw was 
united to that beforo which Ivangorod 
fell. Lukow was taken by the Ivan- 
gorod troops about the same time that 
the city to the north was won. 

"Siedlce Hcb about fifty-six miles 
■ aat-aoutheast of Warsaw. Lukow Is 
twenty miles Bouthwest of Siedlce. 
while Brest LltovBk is lifty-flve miles 
rrom Lukow and alxty miles from the 
northern city. Siedlce Is about thirty- 
one mllea south ot the Warsaw-Petro- 
grad railroad, and for Its Junction a 
man line branches northeast to the 
Important city of Minsk, while another 
branch runs east, past Brest Lltovsk 
to Gome], a manufacturing town and 
an entreport for agricultural pro- 
ducts. 

"There la little more than the rail- 
way junction and the seat of the gov- 
ernment administration at Siedlce. It 
plays a small part In assembling the 
agricultural products of the district, 
aud the Ogluskls have embellished the 



little town with a beautiful palace and 
well-planned gardens. The popula- 
tion Is about 24,000, of which the Jew- 
ish element la more than two-thlrda."

SINKING OF ARABIC IN BE FIANCE 
Of WARNING SENT BY LANSING 
TO BERLIN. 

Washington, August 19.— News of 
the torpedoing of the British steamer 
Arabic, of the White Star line, with 
Americans on board, came as a shock 
to the officials of the United States 
government, who had hoped since the 
dispatch of the American note there 
would be no further aggravation of an 
already tense situation between the 
United States and Germany. 

Official Information was meager and 
i" was only through press dispatches 
that it was heard here that the vessel 
was torpedoed without warning. While 
it was recognized that a canvass of 
the survivors might reveal no Amer- 
ican lives were lost, the torpedoing 
without warning of a vessel carrying 
Americans in itself has been denounc- 
ed by the United States government as 
a violation of its rights, which. If re- 
peated, would be regarded as "de- 
liberately unfriendly." 

(Germany Already Warned. 

In the last note to Germany, which 
it was generally accepted was the fi- 
nal word on the principles of the 
question from the United States, Sec- 
retary lousing used the following 
language iu referring to violations of 
American rights in the war zone: 

"Friendship itself compels the 
United StateB government to Bay to 
the Imperial German government that 
repetition by the commanders of Ger- 
man naval vessels of acts in contra- 
vention of those rights must bo re- 
garded by the government of the 
United StateB, when they affect Amer- 
ican cltizeiiB, as deliberately un- 
friendly." 

"What the course of the I'nlted 



States would be no official would pre- 
dict because of the absence of detail- 
ed information. It must be establish- 
ed authoritatively whether any warn- 
ing was given and whether the ves- 
sel attempted to escape. 

Diplomatic Rnptnre Dlsenssed. 

If no American lives were lost, It 
was thought In official quarters to- 
night, drastic steps were improbable, 
but* in the event It waB found Ameri- 
cans were drowned a rupture of dip- 1 
lomatic relations was everywhere dis- 
cussed as likely. 

The attack on the Arabic came 
without official Intimation from Ber- 
lin that submarine commanders would 
persist in torpedoing Bhlps without 
warning and In the face alBO of con- 
stant reiteration in German quarters 
here that in the future passenger 
vesselB would be given due warning. 
The incident, therefore, caused a 
widespread surprise, especially Blnce 
the ship was bound for the United 
StateB and had no contraband. In 
some quarters there was a disposi- 
tion to think the German submarine 
commander might have exceeded his 
orders or made a mistake. 

President Wilson Startled. 

President Wilson was startled by the 
news. He apent the entire afternoon 
and evening trying to get detailed In- 
formation. Though obviously wor- 
ried he took the position that Judg- 
ment should be withheld until of- 
ficial details were received. 

The President had JuBt finished a 
conference with Attorney General 
Gregory and was preparing to go golf- 
ing when word of the sinking of the 
steamer reached him. He immediate- 
ly abandoned his plans and gave or- 
ders that all Information be forward- 
ed to him aB quickly as possible. A 
cablegram came from Vice Consul 
Thompson at Queenstown telling of 
the sinking of the steamer and later 
the vice consul reported the names of 
sixteen survivors.
